In the 
first place, perhaps, they do not 
sec the need of improving them- 
selves, consequently they arc at 
no pains to master anything real- 
ly difficult, or that requires the 
steady application of all their 
powers for considerable periods. 
Or again they might belong to 
that class who despair of making 
anything of Ihcmselvcs," and arc 
conlent lo "serve the present 
age" to the very least of their 
ability. The term "minimum 
Christians," describes them in a 
nutshell.

The very first opeu-air 
meeting struck conviction to the 
heart of at least, one listener, and 
that was young Gaskin, Three 
weeks later ho was kneeling as a 
penitent at the mercy-seat in 
company with a number of 
others. He was unnoticed by ihc 
Officers, nobody spoke to him, no- 
body prayed with him— bnt he 
heard the voice of God in his soul 
that night, and thenceforth a de- 
finite purpose began lo lake shape 
in his life. He became possessed 
with the idea that God called him 
lo bo a winner of souls. It was 
the turning point of his life. 

His first convert was his own 
mother, who knelt at the Army 
penitent-form the very next 
night. His father proved more ob- 
durate.

[lics« roads must hi; either down 
grade or on dead level, as it 
would be impossible for any 
leuni to drag Hie enormous loads 
piled upon the sleighs up even 
the slightest rise. In hilly coun- 
try—for instance among the 
mountains in British Columbia— 
il remiires all the ingenuity of 
the foreman to get his roads suit- 
ably graded In planning out the 
roads lo gel the timber off a hill- 
Pide, a start is made from Ihe 
river bank.
